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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3 and 5, drawn to an isolated polynucleotide expression vector and 
isolated cDNA molecule, classified in class 435, subclass 320.1. 



II. Claim 4, drawn to a substantially isolated protein, classified in class 530, subclass 
350. 

III. Claim 6, drawn to an antibody, classified in class 530, subclass 387. 1 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Group I -III are patentably distinct products because each of the products of 

Groups I -III are independent chemical entities that require different literature searches. 
Polypeptides, which are composed of amino acids, and polynucleotides, which are composed of 
purine and pyrimidine units, are structurally distinct molecules. Furthermore, the protein of 
Group II and the antibody of Group III are structurally distinct molecule^ where the protein of 
Group II is a large molecule which contains potentially hundreds of regions to which an antibody 
may bind and the antibody of Group III is defined in terms of its binding specificity to a small 
structure within the protein of Group II. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter and different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. A telephone call was made to Peter Seferian on 1 1/1 5/2005 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
